If a candidate has already submitted the certificates 
required In paragraphs 4 (ii) , 0 and 7 above in connec- 
tion with another examination conducted by the 
Union Public Service Commission and if they have 
not yet been returned to him he should mention the 
fact when submitting his application, and, if possible, 
enclose a copy of each certificate. If the certificates 
are not with the Commission, they should be sent 
with the application, irrespective of whether the 
candidate appeared at a previous examination con- 


ducted by the Commission or not. If a certificate 
cannot be submitted with the application, a reason- 
able explanation for its absence must be given with 
the application. 

9. The fact that an application form has been sup- 
plied on a certain date, will not be accepted as an 
excuse for the late submission of an application. The 
supply of an application form does not ipso facto 
make the receiver eligible for admission to the 
examination, 

10. If a candidate does not receive an acknowledge- 
ment of his application within a fortnight from the 
last date of receipt of applications for the examination, 
he should at once contact the Commission for the 
acknowledgement.
